Senate Considers 
958 Million Dollar 
Cut in Excise Taxes

President Eisenhow er asked Con­ 
gress today to speed action on the 
big legislative p ro gram 
he p ro­ 
posed early in this session. 


T he P resident said at his weekly 
new s conference that there is 
no 
need yet for what he called slam* 
bang em ergency action to cu rb un­ 
em ploym ent. 


But he urged that Congress show- 
som e speed on his legislative pro­ 
g ram . 
He went on to say,

ever, 
that the 
House had 
done 
good — magnificently, in fact. 
He 
handed it that praise for passing 
his tax reform bill which will save 
tax p ay e rs $1,397,000,000 a year. 


As for the Senate—the w ay that

needs a little more tim e than the 
House. 
I f s a m a tte r of rules. 


The President m ade his speedup 
request as the Senate considered 
a 958-million dollar cut in excise 
tax levies which the a d m in istra­ 
tion does not want.

up in the Senate until later.

The decline, the third this winter, 
was brought by lower prices for 
food, transportation, clothing, tele­ 
vision sets and radios, movie tick 
eta, and a n u m b er of other goods 
and services.
